At the close of the 
second week of the winter term, Mrs. Taminen resigned and 
Mrs. Floubel Nevens was secured to fill the vacancy. Six of 
the above teachers attended summer school during the past 
summer. Four of the teachers have had no previous experi- 
ence, but all have shown a fine spirit of codperation in tr ying 
to maintain a high standard in their schools. 

Our registration for the fall term was 148; average at- 
tendance, 133. The school census comprises 229 pupils.

The cost of education per pupil for the year 1930 was 
$45.26; number of pupils conveyed, ten. 

Excepting in a few cases, the attendance in the fall term 
was very good. The parents should remember that the amount 
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of benefit derived by the child depends largely upon the in- 
terest taken in his school work, and it is difficult to retain 
this interest on the part of any pupil who is irregular in his 
attendance. 

This year the town has had the benefit of the services of 
the County Nurse, Miss Ruth Woodward, for the first time. 
She visits the schools at least twice a year and examines the 
children physically in regard to tonsils, adenoids, eyesight, 
ete. A card system is maintained so that the condition of 
each child can be ascertained from year to year from the 
records on file. Her personal visits to some of the homes and 
her advice and suggestions have been of great benefit to the 
schools. 

At the present time, we have 33 students in high school, 
as follows: Gould Reader 3; Woodstock High Rakool! 24; 
West Paris High School, 6. Class ereolimtent: Seniors, 5; 
Juniors, 5; Sophomores, 15; Freshmen, 8. It is pleasing to 
note the number of pupils who are availing themselves of the 
opportunity to attend high school. This indicates the attitude 
of the parents toward higher education. 

Most of the textbooks are in fairly good condition, but 
the schools need new Arithmetics for the lower grades and 
some reading matter. Maps have been purchased for all of 
the schools, and most of the schools have been provided with 
reference books by the school leagues. During the winter 
term, the teachers try to serve something hot each day for the 
noon lunch. 

The school buildings are in very good condition. Storm 
windows have been bought for the Greenwood City school. 
The roof of the Locke Mills schoolhouse has been shingled 
and the chimney repaired. The woodshed at this schoolhouse 
should be enlarged as the present building holds only four 
cords of wood. It takes twelve or more cords to last through 
the year so that two-thirds of the wood is not housed for a 
good part of the winter. Only a few minor repairs will be 
needed on the other schoolhouses. 

The Superintending School Committee decided that all 
the rural schools should have three terms of the same number 
of weeks as the village schools, instead of two long terms, as 
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they have had in the past. By this plan all schools in town 
open and close on the same date. In making this change, the 
financial statement reports only 33 weeks paid instead of 36. 
This means that after the extra three weeks’ salaries are paid, 
there is only a small balance in the common school account. 

The Commissioner of Education has notified the super- 
intendents that all cities and towns of the State will receive 
at least 6% less money from the State School Fund the com- 
ing year, Therefore, it will be necessary for the town to 
raise $300.00 more for common school purposes than in previ- 
ous years. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my appreciation to the 
Superintending School Committee, teachers, town officers, 
and citizens for their hearty codperation and support.

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WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 


To H. B. Day, a Constable in the Town of Greenwood, in 
the County of Oxford, GREETING: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby directed 
to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Green- 
wood, qualified by law to vote in said town, to meet at Town 
Hall at Locke’s Mills village, in said town, on Monday, the 
second day of March, 1931, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to 
act on the following articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Art. 2. To choose a clerk for the ensuing year. 


Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to accept the report 
of the municipal officers for the year 1930. 


Art. 4. To choose selectmen, assessors and overseers of 
the poor for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5. To choose a town treasurer for the ensuing year. 


Art. 6. To see if the town will vote to elect a road com- 
missioner or commissioners, establish their number and fix 
their pay. 


Art. 7. To choose a commissioner or commissioners. 


Art. 8. To choose one member of the school committee 
for three years, and all other necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 9. To see what sum, if any, the town will vote to 
raise in accordance with the provisions of Sections 26 to 32 
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inclusive of Chapter 28 of the Revised Statutes for the con- 
struction of a State aid highway extending from the Rum- 
ford town line in a general southerly direction through the 
towns of Bethel, Greenwood, Norway, Waterford, Bridgton 
and Harrison over State aid designation No. 2 in the town 
of Bethel, State aid No. 1 in the town of Greenwood and 
State aid No. 2 in the town of Norway. 


Art. 10. To see if the town will vote “yes” or “no” on the 
question of appropriating money necessary to entitle the town 
to State aid, as provided in Section 19, Chapter 25, of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Art. 11. To see if the town will appropriate and raise the 
sum of $533.00 for the improvement of the section of State 
aid road as outlined in the report of the State Highway 
Commission in addition to the amounts regularly raised for 
the care of ways, highways and bridges, the above being the 
maximum which the town is allowed to raise under the pro- 
visions of Section 18 of Chapter 25 of the Revised Statutes. 


Art. 12. To raise money for the support of roads and 
bridges. 


Art. 13. To raise money to pay snow bills. 


Art. 14. To raise money for the maintenance of State 
and State aid roads. 


Art. 15. To raise money for the maintenance of third class 
roads as required by law. 


Art. 16. To raise money for the support of common 
schools. 


Art. 17. To raise money for free high school tuition. 

Art. 18. To raise money for the purchase of textbooks. 
Art. 19. To raise money for the repair of schoolhouses. 
Art. 20. To raise money for supplies for common schools. 


Art. 21. To raise money for the support of poor. 
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Art, 22. To raise money for interest for the ensuing year. 


Art. 23. To raise money for town officers’ bills and miscel- 
laneous expenses. 


Art. 24. To raise money for street lights. 


Art. 25. To see what sum per day the town will vote to 
pay the selectmen for their services. 


Art. 26. To see if the town will vote to buy the treasurer’s 
bond. 


Art. 27. To see if the town will authorize the treasurer to 
hire such sums of money as may be necessary to pay the cur- 
rent expenses of the town before taxes are collected and give 
notes of the town for such sums, said notes to be paid from 
the assessments of 1931, on or before January 1, 1932. 


Art. 28. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$40.00 for Memorial Day observance. 


Art. 29. To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$100.00 to fight blister rust. 


Art. 30. To see if the town will authorize the school 
committee to maintain schools in Patch Mountain and Irish 
districts. 


Art. 31. To see if the town will vote to raise a sum of 
money for the town hall and name that sum. 


Art. 32. To see if the town will raise $88.00 toward the 
support of County Public Health nursing, under the State 
Department of Health to continue work with mothers and 
children. 


Art. 33. To see if the town will vote to plow the road from 
the trunk highway at Locke’s Mills, over the State aid road 
to Greenwood City, and from Greenwood City over the 
third class road to the West Paris line, also to see if the town 
will take action regarding snow fences. 
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Art. 34. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
road leading from Herbert Morey’s to the Wilbur Yates 
place so-called subject to a right of way. 


Art. 35. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to running or selling the town farm. 


Art. 36. To see if the town will vote to accept the bequest 
of fifty dollars provided in the will of the late George W.
